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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose, and the patent based on the parent application does not claim, a template matching 
method for a scanning electron microscope comprising the steps of adjusting the distance, 
dimension and/or the number of plural parts forming the template; nor does the prior art disclose 
nor the patent based on the parent application claim a method of detecting and evaluating a 
pattern based on an image obtained by scanning an electron beam which includes the step of 
skipping detection of the pattern when a distance and/or a number of plural parts forming the 
pattern is smaller than a predetermined threshold value. As is explained in paragraphs [0049] and 
[0050] of the specification, this skipping of the detection step when there are too few parts to 
evaluate a pattern or neighboring patterns are connected to each other (i.e. the distance between 
them is too small) avoids useless processes and thereby increases processing speed.
